7.—President 


Uoosevelt 
had a conference 
today 


•Mth Speaker Henderson and Ropre- 
ijentative Grosvenor, of Ohio, with 
Regard to proposed anti-trust legisla- 
tion. 
Tho conference lasted for a 


considerable time, the 
situation in 


the house being discussed thorough- 
ly. It la understood that the presi- 
dent impressed upon his callers, who 
•went to the executive offices at his 
request, his desire that some legisla- 
tion dealing with the trust question 
ohould be enacted at the present ses- 
sion 
of 
congress. No particular 


measure was under discussion and, of 
course, none was agreed upon. 


"The trust question is a most dif- 


ficult one to handle in a legislative 
way," said Mr. Grosvenor, as he left 
the executive offices, "but I think 
eome measure will be enacted into 
Jaw at this session. It will b« nec- 
essary to my mind to steer a middle 
course between the 
desires of the 


radical anti-trust people and thoso 
who profess 
to see little 
evil in 


trusts or combinations of capital. 
That such a course will be adopted 
by congress I have no doubt." 


It is understood that during tho 


conference today the 
question 
of 


bringing the subject of trusts to the 
attention of the house, in a formal 
way, at an early date, was consid- 
ered, but what conclusion, if 
any, 


was reached is not known. 


Stewart, of Nevada, was adopted, di- 
recting the committee on the District 
of Columbia 
to make inquiry re- 


garding the wholesale and retail 
prices of coal in Washington and to 
ascertain whether the scarcity of coal 
is the result of failure of shipment 
to Washington or whether there is 
any lack of prompt and efficient dis- 
tribution among the people.

riding on a mine locomotive, which 
was dynamited.

policeman employed at the Stanton 
colliery of tho Lehigh and Wilkes- 
barre company, told of tho destruc- 
tion by flro of tho fence surrounding 
the property and the partial demo- 
lition of a trestle outside the fence.

in the contract made with the gas 
company three 
years ago. Other 


steps toward improving the situa- 
tion are under contemplation, but 
action will be deferred until the prob- 
lem has been more thoroughly inves- 
tigated. 
As the outcome 
of the 


meeting last evening City Attorney 
Shambaugh •Hjill today issue a state- 
ment setting forth 
the conditions 


under which consumers of natural 
gas may demand from the company 
a fair rebate for shortage in the fuel 
supply, advising the public of Hs 
legal rights in the present situation, 
and directing tho method of pro- 
cedure in securing relief under the 
terms of the city's contract with the 
company. 
Where proof can be pre- 


sented that tho company is refusing 
any consumer his rights under the 
ordinance the city attorney has an- 
nounced his willingness to prosecute 
the case in the courts without charge 
for his services. 


Chairman Scheid presided at the 


meeting of the council committee, 
and Councilman Ehrman was electod 
secretary. 
Fifteen 
members were 


present, tho absentees being Council- 
men Zurbuch, Bauer, Griebel, Miller 
and Garding. The two members from 
the 
Ninth 
(Bloomingdale) ward, 


"Messrs. Figel and Sordelet, took a 
very -prominent part in tho discus- 
sions, tho other participants being 
Councilmcn Lennon, Hosey, Ehrman, 
Scheid nnd W. C. Eaado.

pany. 
Mr. Sordolet urged legal ac- 


tion by the city authorities, but the 
city attorney gave it as his opinion 
that the right of action under the 
terms of that contract was vested in 
the individual and not in the city.

Council to give through the medium 
of the public press an official opinion 
as to the right of patrons of the Nat- 
ural Gas Company in case that it 
fails to furnish to any one, under his 
or her contract, a sufficient amount 
of gas for all or any part of the time 
during- any one month. In reply I 
would Bay that section three (3) of 
the 
ordinance paused March 
28, 


1000, reads as follows: 


"It shall be the duty of said Fort 


Wayne Gas Company to furnish to 
each of its customers a sufficient and 
proper amount of gas in accordance 
with his contract with the said com- 
pany. 
Whenever from any cause, 


aside from the acts of the consumer 
himself, the said company fails to 
furnish to any consumer the said 
natural 
pas in the manner 
and 


quantities 
hereinbefore 
provided, 


then said company shall pay a re- 
bate in money to such consumer hav- 
ing been without a sufficient supply, 
and not in accordance with his said 
contract. 


"The rebate to bo paid 
by said 


company to said consumer shall bear 
the same proportion to the monthly 
charge as the length of time of in- 
sufficient supply 
during any one 


month is to the entire month. 
It 


shall be the duty of the said Fort 
Wayne Gas Company, its successors 
and assigns, to furnish each of its 
customers 
printed 
blanks, upon 


which said 
consumer may notify 


said cumpuiiy of auy insufficient sup- 
ply, and the length of time thereof; 
provided, 
however, that said con- 


sumer claiming a rebate shall be re- 
quired to present his claim and de- 
mand his rebate at the end of the 
month or within ten days thereafter, 
in which such insufficient supply 
occurred." 


There are several different classes 


of contracts provided for in the ori- 
ginal franchise granted the company 
in 1888, 
and the same were con- 


tinued in the supplemental contract 
of 1900. 
The principal ones are for 


heating and cooking. By the terms 
of the foregoing section it is made 
obligatory upon the company 
''to 


furnish to each of its consumers a 
sufficient and proper amount of gas 
according to his contract with said 
company." If it does not, then the 
company is to pay a rebate in money 
to any patron being without a suffi- 
cient amount of gas. The amount 
of the rebate to which any person is 
entitled shall bo such a part of his 
monthly contract price as the num- 
ber of days on which there was a 
shortage of gas is to the 
entire 


month. To make it more clear, 
if 


there was an insufficient supply for 
15 days in any one month, the rebate 
would 
be 
one-half 
the monthly 


charge. It is a duty of the company 
to furnish blanks upon which the 
consumer may keep an account of 
the time during which there was a 
shortage, but whether this has been 
done or not would not affect the 
right of the consumer in his demand 
for such rebate, to which he may be 
entitled. 
In the event that the gas 


company refuses to give a rebate, as 
in franchise provided, a right of ac- 
tion vests in the consumer to enforce 
its collection. The contract is clear 
and explicit and the duties of the 
company and the rights of the con- 
sumer clearly set out and the only 
thing necessary for anyone to do in 
case he had an insufficient supply of 
gas for any one month, is to demand 
a rebate of the amount to which he 
may be entitled and upon a refusal

me as soon as possible, and my in-

October 20th three well-known busi- 
ness men and chums of yours had 
called at a Calhoun street saloon and 
that one of them demanded to have 
a ganifl.

You will sec that 
I did not lose any time to ascertain 
the facts, and this perhaps is the 
reason why the gambler who was 
in the game with them found out 
immediately after your letter that 
snnipbocly was on his trail and per- 
haps informed you of this fact.

have been waiting for the grand Jury 
to meet to probe tills matter to the 
very bottom, but as my silence may 
he misconstrued, I shall, if neces- 
sary, file information against 
the 


house and also against those fre- 
quenting- same and let the courts take 
care of them. This is my reply to 
the editorial. Allow me to say that 
your attacks upon the city govern- 
ment in relation to the laxity of en- 
forcement of laws reflects upon the 
good name of our city, and for the 
purpose of meeting such attacks I

You say you will take the case 


cited into court, when you know full 
well that the men who played are 
not .,}n position to appear in public, 
nor have they 
made a complaint 


about their losses It is simply an- 
other demonstration of the fact that 
your tactics are calculated more to 
prevent public criticism than they 
are to suppress gambling, else when 
the officer investigated the case I 
pointed out to you and reported the 
facts as you stated you would hava 
instructed 
him to 
file 
affidavits 


against ihs men who conducted the 
gambling house 


You say there is no "public" .gam- 


bling in Fort Wayne. 
Having ob- 


tained 
incorporation 
papers, you 


know there is incorporated gambling. 
In fact, you can walk around the 
court house any evening and see the 
lights in from four to five gambling 
houses. 


Gambling is unlawful in or out 


of a club, and your police officers 
can obtain the evidence any time 
you honestly want it; in fact, they 
are familiar with the games and the 
men who play them. 


Why should you ask me to act as 


detective for you when you know 
perfectly well that, In view of publi- 
cation, I must obtain information of 
gambling in confidence, but, in any 
event, why do you ask citizens to 
demonstrate violations of the law to 
you and point out the evideuceP

purpose have you and

enforce the laws, what are you paid 
for?

Wharton announced his text, which 
was John, 0:4: "I must work the 
works of Him that sent me, while it 
is day; the night cometh." 


PEBSONAL WOBK. 


Personal work was the idea Dr. 


Wharton sought to impress on his 
hearers as being- one of the most po- 
tent factors in the work of saving 
souls and while one evangelist may 
be 
instrumental in the saving of 


thousands, his work is insignificant 
if compared to the results of the per- 
sonal work of the thousands in every 
day life. 
Individual 
effort 
is a 


sacred duty imposed on man by God 
nnd fnllm-n 
in tho performance of 


that duty stands high in the cate- 
gory of sin. 
Dr. Wharton's dis- 


course 
was 
enlivened with many 


amusing stories 
told to illustrate 


tho main points in the sermon. He 
spoke in part as follows: 


"It is a jewel of a text in a jewel 


of a sentence. 
Let me give a few 


points. 
First there is the compas- 


sion of Jesus for the unfortunate. 
How many of us are indignant when 
we pass along the street and see a 
poor blind man sitting on the street 
corner making a pitiful pretense at 
doing something for 
a living, his 


poor sightless eyes probably causing 
disgust in the unpitying. But when 
Jesus saw the blind uiau Kc wu&u't 
disgusted. He said, 'Bring that man 
to Me.' 
We are not commanded to 


reach up to save, we are told to reach 
down, to those below us. 


CHBIST ALWAYS ACCESSIBLE. 
"The accessibility of Christ is an- 


other important point. If you want 
to see the president or the governor 
of your state, the mayor of your city 
or even some of the business men, 
you arc compelled to wait until they 
can see you. But Christ was ready 
at all times to see anyone and He is 
al\vays ready 
and willing to give 


them the help they ask. 


"We were all sent in to this world 


to do a certain specified work and 
\ve should not lose sight of the fact 
that we are here on a mission given 
us by God. We did not simply hap- 
pen, we were created for a definite 
purpose and the work must be done. 


"Another point is the individual- 


ity of this work. I am a firm be- 
lieve:- in personal work and I must 
do it. Take that little word 'must,' 
which stands 
among the crowned 


heads in the English language. One 
day when 
I was out in the woods 


with a boy friend of mine we found 
a terrapin. 
Now a' terrapin has a 


habit of g-atherirg himself in his 
shell and refusing to move, but the 
small boy has found a way to make 
him move and that is to put a coal 
of fire on his back. This word 'must' 
is a coal on the back of aloth. Some 
of you ladies may 
be horrified at 


putting a coal of fire on the back of 
a terrapin; 
is it any 
worse than 


wearing a bird on your hatP 


DOING GOD'S WOBK. 


"It may be that God will call you 


to heaven out of this meeting. Will 
you have done His worif 
What is 


His work? It Is tearing down the 
works of the devil and building up 
those of God. And a good place to 
begin is with ourselves. There is an 
old Jewish proverb to the effect that 
you must eweep the dirt away from 
your 
own 
door before you 
can 


look to that of your neighbor. 
Let 


us get together then and say we will 
begin with ourselves. 
I remember 


once I was holding a meeting in 
Johnstown and the people there told 
me I would not have anybody out on 
Tuesday. Whyf I asked. 
Because 


It's house cleaning dayy-came the re- 
ply. 
Then I announced I would 


preach on house cleanin^aand I had 
a big crowd out to heart," 


"Then I asked th-Vyif»they had 


any cards in the houti and i£ they 
did to throw them out. ijHave'a bot.- 
tleP Clean it out. Is there a high 
temper, sisterP 
Are 
there oaths, 


brother? Is there unforffiveness, is 
there disbelief? If these things are 
there clean them out. I wisn', my 
friends, we could begin In the cel- 
lar of our character and go all the 
way up into the garrets, God hold- 
ing the light, and open all the win- 
dows and doors and let great cur- 
rents of His glorious, purifying air 
rush through every chamber and cor- 
ner, carrying out upon its bosom all 
sin and sorrow. 


LITTLE THINGS THAT COTTNT. 
"It isn't the big things that count; 


it's the little things. The world is 
full of work. Get out among 
tho 


children. 
There is no lovelier soil 


for sowing the seed of truth than in 
those little hearts. The time people 
should be saved is when they 
are 


young. If you save tho soul of the 
child you have saved two lives—the 
present and the hereafter. 
If you 


save a grown-up person you have! 
saved but one life—^the orie hereafter. 
I am going to show you that after a 
person passes the age of twenty | 
years without having been converted | 
there isn't much chance that he will I 
be saved. 
I want to ask all those j 


who were converted after they were 
fifty years of age to stand. 
(None 


stood.) Now, all those who were con- 
verted after they were forty will 
please stand. 
(Three stood.) 
That 


will do. 
TTcu". all convert-orl between

"Let everyone

souls for Christ. He saved you that 
you might save others. 
God will 


help you. 'I must work the works 
of him that sent roe while it is day;

can work.' It is coming, my friends, 
and no power on earth can stop it. 
It will be a night of looking back, 
a night of retrospection, a night of 
rest. Do not bother much about rest 
here; you will gpt it after awhile.
